Among tho first lauitors of 
interest that will oome befuro that 
body' are the admission of this Colony 
to thp family>oiroleof the Oonfoderaoy, 
and the purohaso (with an Imperial 
gaarantod) of the Bed Eiror ooantry 
irom the Hadson Bay Ooiupany. Gov- 
ernor Seymour commanioated to Lord 
Monck (the Governor General of the 
Dominion) the vote of tho Legislative 
Oouooil in favor of Oonfoderation. 
.Whether any answer was received or 
not we are unawaro; but as his Ex- 
colloncy, in proroguing Ibo Council, 
nromiscd tbo uiembors that as soon ns 
an answer sliould como to hand ho 
would cull them togolhor and lay ii 
before ihein, wo proBumo no answer 
baa yet roai'hod bia Excellency. 
Wo gather, however, liora iho t tie ol 
Hi>ii Mr Tillfy's loltfr, that tho Cana 
dian Governinent is warmly in f ivor 
of oar admission, and thai ihe qao;!- 
(ioo will come, a-" a Goveinmeul 
measure, before Parliament iminu* 
diaiely after it sbi^ll have asHcmi led. 
The iotroducaioa of ibe m^atiure into 
Fariiameut will not inKore its paa-aage;

— Tbe Chicago Irihuue 
of August 7ih says : Tbomas Gave, M. P. for 
Baryrtglijg^rjija^^ 
afieirnoon'trom a jaoot to tb^ Union PaoiGc 
Railroad, many miles vest ol Omaha. At 
Julesbarg, a wild spot; almost without civil- 
ization, Mr Cave accepted of an iovilation to 
participate in an antelope hunt, tendered him 
by CdIj Carliu, Commandant of tho post. 
The hunt came very near proving disastrous 
to the party, but lortunately having a num- 
ber ol Henry rifles in thoir possession, the 
ludians who surrounded them were scared oQ. 
Tho buQtiog party was composed of Mr Cane, 
Col. Carlio, an orderly and two sooots. They 
had ventured but a abort distance put on the 
prairies when tbe Member of Parliament 
espied^BOine .wolves at a distacoe, and eptbu- 
aiastioally followed them — being mounted on 

splendid horse and well armed ho feared 
nothing. When near ihcm, ho diaonvered 
upon a knoll, not fat off, o band of red-skins, 
who Bcemod deterinlaed to fight. He turned 
his ho/se, and upon his return to tho 
other members of tbe little band, tho two 
scouts camo in with ihe iuforraulion that the 
Indians were increasing in numbers. A 
council of war was accordingly held, and it 
was decided that all should fight to tha death, 
Tbe hostile movements rather surprised the 
Indians at a diatance, and they discreetly 
moved off, leaving their enemy out of danger, 
and willing oaodidates fur more coogeni&l 
quarters.
